HO PUIIES 


NEW YORK, Oot. 18.—A family con- 


sisting of a man, his wife and seven 
children, as well as a boarder, had a uoi- 
low escape from death by fire in Jersey 
City to day. Six of the children were 
dropped, one by one, out of a window 
and were caught by a policeman. 
The 


others of the party managed to escape 
death by almost a miracle. 


The scene of the fire was a two-story 


frame building occupied by ex-Police 
Commissioner Thcs. Gross as a liquor 
saloon. Tho flames originated in a rear 
extension, on Sussex street, used as a 
store room. No. 32 Sussex street, the 
adjoining house, is a two-story frame 
building, the upper part of which was 
occupied by John Rogers. His family 
consisted of his wife and seven children, 
ranging from seven months to thirteen 
years, and also by a boarder, Thomas 
Hines, an Adams express employe. 


The first intimation of danger was 


when Mrs. Rogers was awakened by a 
sense of suffocation, and seeing the 
room nearly filled with smoke, at once 
aroused her husband and told him to 
take care of tho children. 
Rogers 


hastily snatched his children from their 
beds and gathered six of them in tho 
front room. By direction of Policeman 
Dougherty, who had stationed himself 
directly under the window, Rogers 
dropped the children out, and as they 
came down each was safely caught in 
the arms of the policeman, who handed 
the nearly naked children over to neigh- 
bors for temporary care. 


By this time the flames had worked 


their way into the room, which was be- 
coming uncomfortably 
worm. Mrs, 


Rogers in her night dress, aided by her 
husband, climbed out on the window 
sill, then to a narrow cloth awning 
twelve feet from the 
ground. The 


weight was too much for the frail awn- 
ing, the fastenings gave way and Rogers 
and his wife came down with a crash, 
burying Policeman Dougherty under- 
neath, bnt all escaped without material 
injury. 


In tho meantime Hines, the exprees- 


man, upon being awakened, without 
stopping to put on a single garment, 
canght the seventh child in his arms 
and made his way down the stairway, 
through the blinding smoke. His colls 
f01^ help-brought a policeman, who 
kicked in the side door, and thus re- 
leased him. The total damage was 
abont $3,000. The origin of the fire is 
a mystery.

Korth British Coasts. 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 18.—A heavy gale 


did much damage to small shipping in 
New York bay yesterday, besides causing 
the suspension of a great deal of traffic 
in the rivers and on the bay.

At my home ove'r in Toledo, 0., there 
are two orphan girls, one six years old 
and the other ten. They never touched 
a drop of liquor in theii lives, and yet 
they are orphans and living off of the 
charity of other people from the effetrs 
of whisky. Over in Paulding county, 
Ohio, two years ago, ho said, their 
father, a sober man, was returning from 
a public meeting ono night, when, with- 
out cause, ho was attacked Ly a drunken 
man and stabbed to death. When his 
body was trought homo his wife, seeing 
the cold pale lips and blood stained face 
of her husband, fell to tho floor from 
the shock and died a few moments 
thereafter. She never touched liquor, 
and yet in one night it bereft her of a 
husband, put out her lamp of life nnd 
made her two little girls 
orphans.

Yes, a tree is an underground crea- 


ture, with its tnil in the air. All its 
intelligence is in its 
roots. Think 


what sagacity it shows iu its search 
after food and diink. Somehow or 
other, the rootlets, which are its tenta- 
cles, find out that there is a brook at a 
moderate distance from the trunk of 
the tree, and they make for it with all 
their might. They find every crack in 
the rocks where there arc a few grains 
of the nourishing substance they care, 
for and insinuate themselves into its 
deepest recesses. When spriug and 
summer come they let their tails grow, 
and delight in whisking them about in 
tho wind, or letting them be whisked 
about by it; for these tails are poor, 
passive things, with very little will of 
their own and bend in whatever direc- 
tion tho wind chooses to make them. 


The leaves make a good deal of noise 


whispering. I have sometimes thought 
I could understand them as they talked 
with each other, and that they seemed 
to think they made the wind as they 
wagged forward and back. Uemem- 
ber what I say.

donate $350.000 to $500,000 to the asso- 
ciation, the edifice may be carried on 
from the first stage, as shown in the 
second illustration, to the rounded 
completeness pictured in the iirst cut. 
Should the association come into pos- 
session of any considerable sum of 
money by bequest or otherwise, it will 
be possible to carry up the structure 
to intermediate stages. To avoid ab- 
solutely the appearance of a hab- 
itable dwelling, tho architect 
has 


chosen the pyramidal form instead 
of the usual dome. It will be sur- 
mounted by figures afterward chosen. 
All openings for ventilation will be 
provided with metal grills and no glass 
\\ ill be used. In the treatment of the 
exterior of the building Mr. Duncan 
ha.> kept closely to Greek precedents. 
In the lower hall he has used the Doric 


j style on account of simplicity and seri- 


ous aspect. The memorial hall will be 
of great hize. The crypt is placed in 
the apso, which affords a large space 
around tho sarcophagus, so as to leave 
the entire portion of the memorial hall 
free for any patriotic or civic gather- 
ing, a rostrum being placed in the ex- 
treme end for the use of speakers or 
spectators. The architect has left the 
lintel construction of the vault and 
arch of tho classical Homan style. In 
the present drawings he desires to 
show the form of the mausoleum, and 
only indicates where the ornamenta- 


i tion may be placed. These will in- 
clude equestrian statues of Grant and

fiend that within two hours long lines of 
magnificent "lire-proof" buildings had 
gone ii]) in flame and smoke, and down 
in twisted iron and broken fragments of 
brick and stone. 
At 3 o'clock the Court 


House, with its invaluable records, suc- 
cumbed to tho enemy, tho great boll 
pealing what seemed a parting knell as 
it went crashing down. 


From this moment the city was doom- 


ed. The fire swept on, crossed the river 
to tho northward, and devastated tho 
section lying along the lake for ;v dis- 
tance of two and a half miles. 


As a spectacle, it was, beyond doubt, 


the grandest as we]] as tho most appal- 
ling ever presented to the eyesol mortal. 
From an elevated position tho appear- 
ance was that of a huge sea of (lame, 
sweeping in vast breakers and billows I 
over the doomed city.

like a child's tiny heap of sand upon 
tho beach of tho ocean. Often tho de- 
vouring element seemed to the horrified 
spectators to take personal form, and

If so, the rustic 
force attacks tho withering crop, each 
roan folding a hill in his left arm, while, 
with his right, In; smites the stalks near 
the roots, severing them at a blow with 
a steel blade made of a broken scythe or 
bought at the store in all the glory of 
red paint. Ten hills square, or a hun- 
dred, are gathered in the shocks, which 
rest as a base against a central four, 
whose heads are bent and bound together 
like tho ragged tent-poles of a wigwam. 
Later in tho season this fodder is hauled 
to the barn and husked, or shocks aro 
broken open in mild moonlight nights of 
late fall, and around each heap, ravag- 
ing the stalks of their wealth of grain, 
gather the youth of tho neighborhood to 
help wiiii the work and to traffic in tho 
raciest gossip of the realm. This cus- 
tom is all that is left of the olden husk- 
ing bee. 


Formerly corn was not husked, but, 


"pulled," shucks and all, and hauled to 
the barn to be heaped up in a great pile 
against the double doors, there to wait 
until such time as farmers chose.

cunning'.'' Yon see it is a city unlike all 
others for topography, for history, for 
significance, for style of population, for 
water works, for ruins, for towers, for 
dome?, for ramparts, for literature, for 
tragedies, for memorable, birthplaces, 
for sepulchcrs. for conflagrations and 
famines, for victories and defeats. 


I am here at. last in this very Jerusa- 


lem, and on a housetop, just after the 
dawn of the morning of December 3, 
with an old inhabitant to point out the 
salient features of the scenery. "Now," 
I said, "where is Mount Zion?" "Here 
at your right." "Where is Mount Oli- 
vet?" "In front of where you stand." 
"Where is the. Garden of Gcthscmane?" 
"In yonder valley." "Where is Mount 
Calvary?" Before he answered I saw it. 
Ko unprejudiced mind can have a mo- 
ment's doubt, as to where it is. Yonder 
I see a hill in the shape of a human 
skull, and the Bible says that Calvary- 
was the "place of a skull." 
Not only is 


it skull shaped, but just beneath the fore- 
head of the hill is a cavern that looks 
like eyeless sockets. 
Within the grotto 


under it is the shape of the inside of a 
skull. Then the Bible says that Christ 
was crucified outside the gate, while' the 
Site formerly selected was inside the gate. 
Besides that, this skull hill was for ages 
tho place where the malefactors were 
put to death, and Christ was slain as a 
malefactor.

The Saviour's assassination took place 


beside a thoroughfare along which peo- 
ple went "wagging their heads," and 
there is tho ancient thoroughfare. I saw 
at Cairo, Egypt, a clay mold ot that skull 
hill, made by the late General Gordon, 
the arbiter of nations. 
While Empress 


Helena, 80 years of age, and imposed 
upon by having three crosses exhumed be- 
fore her dim eycs.as though they were tho 
three crosses of Bible story, selected 
another site as Calvary, all recent trav- 
elers agree that the one I point out to 
you was, without doubt, the scene of the 
most terrilic and overwhelming tragedy 
this planet ever whitnessed.

There were a thousand things we 


wanted to see that third day of Decem- 
ber, and our dragoman proposed this and 
that and the other journey, but I said: 
"First of all show us calvary. Something 
might happen if we went elsewhere, and 
sickness or accident might hinder us see- 
ing the sacred mound. If we sec noth- 
ing else, we must see that and see it this 
morning." 
Some of us in carriage and 


some on mule back, we were soon on the 
way to the most sacred spot that the 
world has ever seen or ever will sec. 
Coming to the base of the hill we first 
went inside the skull of rocks.

called Jeremiah's grotto, for there the 
prophet wrote his book of Lamentations, 
The grotto is thirty-live feet high, and its 
top and sides are malachite, green, 
brown, black, white, red and gray. 


Coming forth from those pictured sub- 


terraneous passages we begin to climb 
the steep sides of Calvary. As we go up 
•we see cracks and crevices in the rocks, 
which I think were made by the convul- 
sions ot nature when Jesus died. 


It is impossible for you to realize what 


our emotions were as we gathered, a 
group of men and women, all saved by 
the blood of the Lamb, on a bluff of Cal- 
vary, just wide enough to contain three 
crosses. I said to my family anil friends: 
"I think here is where stood the cross of 
the impenitent burglar, and there the 
cross of the miscreant, and hear between, 
I think, stood the cross on which all our 
hopes depend."

These awk- 
ward sandals adjusted as well as we 
could we are led to where we see a rock 
with an opening in it through which, no 
doubt, the blood of sacrifice in the an- 
cient temple rolled down and away. At 
vast expense the mosque has been built, 
but so somber is the place I am glad to 
get through it and take oft the cumbrous 
slippers and step into tiic clear air. 


Yonder is a curve of stone which is 


part of a bridge which once reached from 
Mount Moriah to Mount Zion, and over 
it David walked or rode to prayers in the 
temple. Here is the wailing place of tho 
Jews, where for centuries almost per- 
petually during the day time whole gen- 
erations of the Jews have stood putting 
their head or lips against the wall of 
what was once Solomon's temple. It 
was one of the saddest and most solemn 
and impressive scenes I over witnessed 
to see scores of these descendants of 
Abraham with tears rolling down their 
cheeks, and lips trembling with emotion, 
a book of psalms open before them, be- 
wailing the ruin of the ancient temple 
and the captivity of their race, and cry- 
ing to God for the restoration of the 
temple in all its original splendor! Most 
affecting scene! And such a prayer as 
that, century after century, I am sure 
God will answer, and in some way the 
departed grandeur will return, or some- 
thing better. I looked over the shoul- 
ders of some of them, and saw that they 
were reading from the mournful psalms 
of David, while I have been told that 
this is the litany which some chant: 


For the temple tnnt lies desolate 
VCo sit in solitude and mourn; 
For tho i>aliu;o that is destroyed 
"Wo i.it in soluude and mourn; 
For tho wutls thi'.t aro ovurt brown 
-\Vo sit in solitude mid mourn; 
For our majesty thai is declined

But I niust get back to the housetop 


where I stood early .this morning, and 
before the sun sets, that I may catch a 
wider vision of what the city now is and 
once was.

It stands on a 
hill twenty-six hundred feet aboye the 
level of the sea, and deep ravines on 
three sides do the work of military 
trenches—compact as no other city was 
compact.

than half of the sU-nographers in offices. 
A portion of them continue at the busi- 
ness, but a great many of (hum leave to 
got married. They rarely get less than 
£10 a week for amanuensis or general 
correspondence work, and the men get 
very little more. 
The general average 


for this sort of work for both men and 
women is from $1^ to $15 a week. 
The 


hours are shorter than in most other 
occupations, Irom 'J or 10 a. m, to 4 
p. in. 


The course of study lasts about six 


months and costs $75. 
The young 


ladies generally give all their time to 
the study while the men are otherwise 
engaged during the daytime and study 
at night. Evening instruction is given 
four nights a week. Night study is not 
recommended, as people are not gen- 
erally in a condition for clo.se ihir.King 
at that time, 
Under this arrangement 


it takes seven and one-half mouths to 
acquire any knowledge of the business. 
Typewriting is included iu tho course 
during tho last three months, and, as a 
rule, does not cost anything extra. 
These schools do uot guarantee their 
pupils places on the completion of tho 
course, but they receive a great number 
of the applications from business houses 
which have had trial of their graduates 
before and are satisfied thitf they will 
send them none but qualified stenogra- 
phers. 


Most of the pupils at the^s schools 


have a definite placo in view before 
they begin the stud}-. 
A good common 


school education is all iliac tho schools 
require of an intending pupil. It was 
once thought that mechanics and other 
young men employed at manual labor 
during the day would not have suf- 
ficient flexibility of wrist for steno- 
graphic work. This notion is now ex- 
ploded, and as far as the flexibility of 
the wrist is concerned, it seems to be a, 
maxim of the schools now that anybody 
who can write longhand cau write short- 
hand. 


When a pupil completes the course at 


ono of the short-hand schools he is sup- 
posed to be able to do ordinary aman- 
uensis or correspondence work. Dicta- 
tion generally runs about ninety or 100 
words a minute, while a speaker aver- 
ages from 120 to 150, and has been 
known to reach 250. Tales are told of 
pupils who have completed a short 
course developing instantly a great 
speed and ability to do the best class of 
work. These stories must be taken 
with a grain of salt. It requires a man 
of first-class education and wide read-

of star points around the neck. The 
ionsorial profession is an indispensable 
one in a country where shaving tho 
whole face, is so generally practiced' 
among all the humbler orders. But the 
discomfort to which the barber's custo- 
mers submit is astonishing. Instead of 
being pampered, soothed, labored at 
with confidential respectfulness, nnd 
lulled into luxurious harmony with him- 
self, as happens in America, a mau who 
courts the ra/or in Spain has to sit 
upright in a stiff chair nnd meekly hold 
under his chin a brass basin full of suds, 
and fitting his throat by means of A 
curved nick at ono side. One individual 
we saw seated by the dusty road at the 
gate with a towel around his shoulders 
and another in his hands to catch his 
own falling locks. 
He looked submis- 


sive and miserable, as if assisting at his 
own degradation, while the barber was 
magnified into a 
tyrant 
exercising 


sovereign pleasure.

While all life, animal as well 
as vegetable, matures more rapidly 
there, still maturity of life a::vmg tho 
Indian girls is forced to tho extreme.- 
Marriage often occurs at 12 or i-l years 
of nge. 
All tho traditions and usages 


of tliu Indians favor early marriages,, 
r.ud if n girl is not married before 15 it 
is a noticeable circumstance. Many 
girls would prefer remaining in school, 
but the unwritten laws of the race, so 
potential, are against such conduct. 
Some prefer an early marriage, because 
an unmarried woman ha1; no power, 
while the old woman 1ms a very strong 
influence, and girls who arc mothers nt 
T2 or l-.t are old at .'W. llicie is ono 
tribe where a fea^t is made when tho 
girl reaches the period of womr-nhood, 
hoping slie will find n husband during 
the festivities: if not married a! the end 
of tho first month or the second ;iwnth 
another feast is made with the same in- 
tention.— Commercial Adrcrtiscr.

The hun- 
ter who paddles his kajak is surrounded 
by them. .Many spirits inhabit the sen, 
where they carry on the Mime occupa- 
tions as men. These spirits are not ob- 
jects uf worship, but to prevent them 
from banning mankind all tlic natives 
wear amulets, which they regard 09

Like all other 


Eskimo whom explorers have 
often 


praised for their native talent as geogra- 
phers, the people of Angmagsalik thor- 
oughly know their district and its envi- 
rons. They have a remarkable memory 
for places, and describe exactly locali- 
ties that they have not visited for twenty 
years, nnd can even make a fairly good 
map of them. They know just where tho 
nun is at any hour of the day, at any time 
of the year, and how much time it takes 
to go from one place to another under 
ordinary conditions. All their in forma- 
tion relative to diitiuiccs was found to be 
remarkably accurate, for nearly 100 miles 
along the coast. 


In making'nmps they have a tendency 


to enlarge tfic scale as they come nearer 
to their own settlements, which is very 
natural, since they could not otherwise 
have room for the greater detail. Our 
methods of making maps were naturally 
new to them. 
They represent their 


country by cnrvingH on wood, allowing 
not only the contour of the const, but 
also to a considerable extent the aspect 
and the form of its mountains and other 
tonograpical features. 
One block ol 


•wood which the expedition brought home 
represented quite faithfully the outline 
of the coast north of Angmagsalik, and 
the mountains, valley-sand other features 
of the contiguous region. It showed al- 
so the routes by which a kajak may be 
taken across from one fiord to another 
•when the ice bars the passage along the 
sea. These routes wcru those that hat 
been followed by nne or another of the 
native travelers. There was idso a stick 
on which were represented the islands ly- 
ing off the same coast, nil done with a 
great deal of truthful ness.

They Are of Ancient Origin and Sig- 


nify Good Faith and Fidelity. 


"You want to know why the ring is 


used ns :i matrimonial pledge?1' E«id a 
earned Smithsonian curator to a Wash- 
iigton Star writer. "The reason is very 
•well known. It is employed as a token 
of good faith because the ring was origi- 
nillvand primarily a seal. In ancient 
Utibylon, 4.0UK years ago, all documents 
were attested bv seals, as they arc now, 
and the merchants very usually wore 
their seals on their finger rings of gold 
and, other metals. 
With these tignets 


t icy impressed their own private and 
particular devices upon the agreements 
and contracts of all forts, thus male in« 
them good and binding. Documents iu 
those days were not written upon paper, 
but with n woudcn stvlns upon niuisl 
c av, which was subsequently hardened 
by baking. 


"From this poureo the seal has eotne 


down through the more modern civiliza- 
tion of Greece ami Home to the present 
day as a Htgn of good faith. It i» with 
that sigilicaiice that it ii placed upon the 
third Hngcr of tlic bride's left band to 
Kcal the contract between hvrsclf and II-.T 
newlv-made husband. 
Also it is »ur- 


mined that the ring i* intended to re- 
mind the wife of the Ihlelitv she owes. 
Furthermore, the circle is the emblem of 
eternity. 
Hut why, you n^lt, does the 


bride choose the third linger of the left 
hand to wear her ring on? Simply be- 
cause the-ancicnts supported that n nerve 
ran directly from that linger to the heart. 
I need htirdly say that the researches of 
modern anatomiKts have shown this to 
be an error; but the cm torn survives. 
Tbe courtesans of Homo used tft wear 
their rings upon their tliimilm becnuso 
t le thumb was sacred to Venus. 


"Hebrews regard the ring in tho cere- 


mony of marriage as of extraordinary 
importance. 
It must he of a certain 


value, certified to by the 
officiating 


rnbbi, and it must be absolutely tho 
groom's own property — not obtnincd by 
gift or purcha»rd on credit. There are 
a unrulier ol curious mipcrntitionH about 
wedding rings.

An Insect Worth Millions, 


The cottony cushion scale, savs the 


Indiana Farmer, has been for years the 
grcalott enemy to the orange-grower of 
California. 
It wus brought there from 


Australia in 1808, on trees and shrubs 
mportcd from that country, and spread 
and multiplied till it promised noon to 
devastate the entire orange-growing re- 
irions of the State. A fruit-grower near 
Kan Francisco, under the belief that 
there must be a parasite for the insect in 
the country from which it came, went to 
Australia, nnd after dne investigation, 
made the expected discovery. It was 
the lady-bird, thu Vediilin ctirdi Halt's, 
ha found to be the principal enemy of 
the cottony cushion scale, and he cap- 
tuicd and shipped several colonies of 
beetles and their larvic to California. 


Tliis was the fall of 1888. 
According 


to bulletin No. «4 of the California State 
Board of Horticulture, BO rapid was their 
increase that by December 1, 188!), the 
work of exterminating the cottony cush- 
ion scale was practically accomplished. 
The money valuc.of this Valalia to the 
orange growers of the State has been in- 
calculable. The saving of the orchards 
already infested, the protecting of the 
others that were sure to be blighted by 
this terrible' curgc, to say nothing of per- 
petuating an industry that it sccma wil 
be the king of all horticultural pursuits, 
is simply grand, and cannot be tstimatct; 
in the usual dollar nnd cent test.
